Rescuers Wage Struggle 
A rescue party was fighting its 
way through a blackened canyon 
above Malibu to rescue prisoners 
surrounded by flames at County 
Honor Camp No. 8. 
Flames 
raged 
along 
sawtooth 
ridges above Pasadena, and 
shot 
through the Altadena suburban dis­ 
trict with startling swiftness, start­ 
ing an hour after midnight. 
Fires 
iii that area were 
brought under 
control at mid afternoon. 
Greatest danger to life was In 
Coral 
canyon. 
Deputy 
sheriffs, 
leading fire fighting recruits, strug 
alod to break through 
a 
rim 
of 
flames surrounding the cstnp. W ith 
blackened faces and aching nos 
trils, exhausted men were hauled 
hack from the fighting line almost 
as fast as they were sent out. 
No word has been received from 
the camp, which is in the middle 
of the wide cleared area

Only one 
voice was raised against the change and 
that by Elisha B. Howland, who lived many 
years at the place and was opposed to any 
change. His effort was unsuccessful but

Republican Contrast 
The reasons for this are appar­ 
ent.

According to the Index of phys­ 
ical volume of production, the hank 
states, total production in Canada 
In the first halt of 1935 was slight­ 
ly above parity with the level of 
the first six months of 1926. while 
the United States attained only SO 
percent of parity. 
The volume of electrical energy
